‘THE CATTLE INDUSTRY. 


Generally Favorable Reports from 
the Various Ranges. 

St. Louis, July 4.~—|By the Associated 
Press.| Richard Johnson of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry said today to an Asso 
ciated Press reporter: “I have for the past 
three months been traveling through the 
cattle districts with the object of ascertain- 
ing what the condition of range and farm 
cattle now is, and what improvements have 
been made in the grade of stock on the 
ranges, On the whole the result of my 
examination is decidedly satisfactory, and 
the reports of the two other agents af the 
bureau will be of the same character. In 
some sections it is not to be denied the 
grade of cattle has deterlorated in marked 
egree, This is especially true of the ex- 
treme Northwest and farms east of the 
Missouri River. Four or five years ago, 
what are known as eatile 
by no means confined the State 
Oregon, were by all odds 

best to bo found on ranges. Today the halt- 
breeds are in a majority. The beef pro- 
duced is not ay 80 fine, and the average 
weight of cattle has fallen off nearly 100 
pounds. One fact has been proved beyond 
doubt, and that is that neither in a cold or 
dry section of country should the Durhams 
be introduced.

THE FOURTH. 


Los Angeles Outdoes Herself 
in the Celebration. | 


The Finest Parade Ever Seen in the 
City. 


A Line Nearly Two Miles in Length— 
Big Crowds, 


Unusually Fine Representation of 
Manufactures and Trades—The 
Exercises at the Pavilion— 
Address of Gen. Rollins. 


Thé one hundred and thirteenth an- 
niversary of this country’s independ- 
ence was celebrated in Los Angeles 
yesterday in a most patriotic manner. 
The various.committees who have had 
the celebration in hand during the past 
few weeks have had several obstacles 
to surmount, the greatest of which was 
the scarcity of subscription money,

Angeles has seen up to the present 
date. There were thousands of peo- 
ple present from the towns and cities 
in Southern California, and it is safe to 
say that they were all pleased with the 
celebration. The day was free from 
serious fires and _ accidents. to 
a wonderful degree, which is quitea 
compliment tothe managers, the po- 
lice and the fire department. The fire 
department was on the qui vive con- 


heard in the land, and the boys were 
promptly on hand at the slightest tap 
of the fire bell. 3 

The day opened quite warm, but a 
breeze sprung up by noon, and the 
afternoon was very pleasant. The 
country people and visitors who did

the grass at the Sixth-street Park. 


THE PROCESSION. 


The Longest Column Ever Scen in 
This City. 
Without doubt the procession was 
the largest and finest display of the 
kind ever given in the city. The au- 
thorities at last grasped the metropoli- 
tan idea and cleared the line of march 
of vehicles of all descriptions, also 
stopping cable and street cars. The 
sidewalks, windows and all the availa- 
ble housetops and balconies were 
crowded with spectators along the en- 
tire line of march. By reason of the 
admirable arrangements for keeping | 
the streets clear, an unobstructed view 
was obtained of the marching columns 
and displays at almost every point. 
The procession, starting from Fourth 
street on Main, went north on Main to 
Alameda street and returned on Main 
to Spring, south on Spring to Fifth, 
where it disbanded. 
The head of the procession moved 
promptly at 11 o’clock, and as the di- 
visions swung into line, the scene was a 
brilliant one. It took over an hour for 
itto pass a given point. The com- 
ments of the immense crowds of spec- 
tators were not only commendatory 
but enthusiastically so, both over the 
general effect and the individual ex- 
cellence of the display. 
THE THRONG. 
The trains had poured in a large 
contingent of spectators from outlying

e was glad they had assembled to do 
honor to the heroes who established as 
axioms what had been experiments in 
government; who had established a 
nation whose flag floats in every port 
throughout the world; a nation which 
has become one of the grandest bul- 
warks of liberty the world has ever 
seen. We should be glad to do honor 
to those heroes. And we feel as we 
look through the vista of years, through 
war and tumult, that the Nation has 
come out with the flag nailed to the 
masthead, and 42 stars in its folds. 

**But,”’ said the speaker, ‘I will not 
make any extended remarks, and we 
will go straight to the programme.”’ 

Rev. H. C. Judd then offered prayer 
in substance as follows:

THE FOURTH AT CATALINA. 


Racing—Fireworks—Jew Fish, Etc., 
at Swimming, and Other Races. 
AVALON, July 4, 1889.—As the clock 

struck 12 last night, the glorious Fourth 


of 1889 was welcomed by a rousing sa- 


lute from all the guns, big and little, 
in thia island-city,:A party of patriots 
gathered in the front of the hotel Met 
ropoe, and roused the echoes among 
the hills for miles around and until 
early hours, the roar was kept up, 
while rockets and other fireworks made 
the scene a beautiful one. Four or 
five yachts were at anchor in the har- 


bor, and all were decorated with bunt- 
ing and colored lights, making a spec- 
tacle that would have astonished the 
ancient inhabitants of tne island could 
they have appeared. Ali the cottages 
were decorated with flags or lanterns, 
and the lights made the little city ap- 
pear twice as large as it really is. 

A yacht race was arranged for, but 
the wind gave out, and the oe end 
boats had to give it up. The smaller 
ones started, the winner being Charley 
Bell of Pasadena, one of the most 
skillful yachtsmen here, who defies 
wind and weather in his cruises. In 
the afternoon a series of foot races 
were held, a fat man’s race provoking 
no little amusement, being followed by 
a Mexican race, a burro race, a back- 
ward burro race, the animals being 
mounted by boys who faced the tail 
and backed the patient animals to- 
ward the stake. The patent for this 
sport has been applied for. 

In the afternoon a series of swim- 
ming matches were held from the 
north of the pier—50, 10C and 500 
yards. J. “gree | won the long-dis- 
tance swim and fF, ©. Damon the 50- 

ard spurt. The match was enlivened 

y the appearance of several sea lions, 
who seemed inclined to join the race. 
Later five entries were made for a race 
around the buoy. A few mornings a 
alady went in bathing at an early 
hour, and made a plunge, to come up 
and find herself face to face witha 
sea lion. It was difficult to tell who 
was the most astonished, the woman or 
the lion. 

Cannon and bombs roared all day, 
and a fine display of fireworks was 
given during the evening. 

At 11 o’clock the Banning steamer 
Hermosa arrived with a large party of 
ladies and gentlemen from Los Ange- 
les, who thronged the hotel piazzas, 
made up ape: for wild-goat hunting, 
climbed the trails on horseback or went 
fishing, the little bay being dotted 
with gaily-decorated craft of all kinds. 
A school of whales passed, as if to 
celebrate the day, and late in the after- 
noon a procession of sea lions made 
the tour of the harbor, evidently aware 
that something out of the ordinary run 
was up. 

Those who visited Avalon today for 
the first time for the season were as- 
tonished at the change. Tents and 
cottages have cropped up everywhere, 
and a icturesque houses 
have been built by property-owners 
here.

THE INSANE ASYLUM. 


One can hardly imagine anything 
morein the nature of acrime, that is 
not actually punishable as such, than 
would be the location of an insane 
asylum in and improper place to suit 
the interests of the individuals making 
the location. There can be no possible 
excuse for such a thing in this country, 
where good and suitable locations are 
innumerable. A proper location for an 
institution of this kind is a curative 
consideration. Insanity is often in- 
duced by unfavorable climate, and 
cures are sometimes effected bv a 
change to a more favoraple locality. 
This fact should never be lost sight of 
for one moment in choosing the site for 
an asylum. So strong is this considera- 
tion thatif animproper site should 
be selected and money be expended on 
it—no matter how much—it would be 
the duty of the State to abandon the 
same as soon as possible, since human 
life is involved, and the mental con- 
dition of the inmates at stake. These 
are not to be weighed in the scale 
against the cupidity of individuals or 
public functionaries. The argument 
is not in favor of any particular local- 
ity, but against a bad locality, and in 
favor of any one of the thousand 
good localities tobe found in Southern 
California. It is high time in the 
history of this Commonwealth that 
people got over this eternal system of 
scheming in connection with public 
enterprises. This portion of Cali- 
fornia has seen too much of that 
business in the past. Itis time to 
observe a little manifestation of pa- 
triotism in connection with public 
measures.

FLOODS IN TEXAS. 


The Trinity and Brazos Rivers In- 
undating Farms. 

Fort Wortnm (Tex.), July 4.—[By the 
Asscciated Press.} On Tuesday seven 
inches of rain fell in this part of the State, 
and great damage resulted. Reports from 
the West show heavy rains for 200 miles. 
The Brazos and Trinity rivers are booming. 
Twelve miles west of here the bridges of 
the Texas and Pacific road and 500 teet of 
track were washed away. The St. Louis, 
Arkansas and Texas road for two miles out 
is submerged. The Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas and Fort Worth and Denver have 
abandoned their tracks north, and are using 


\the Santa Fé tracks, which are still intact. 


The Texas and Pacific has abandoned its 
trains both east and west of Fort Worth. 
The bottom lands to the north for two 
miles, and east fora mile and a half are 
submerged, and truck farms are gone. 
Seventeen horses and 60 head of cattle were 


drowned. 

The Trinity rose four and a half feet in 
an hour, and dwellers on the lowlands 
barely escaped.

Fall of a Grand Stand During an 
Oklahoma Celebration. 

St. Louis, July 4.—[By the Associated 
Press.} A special to the Republic from 
Oklahoma says: The fourth of July fes- 
tivities were brought to a sad ending this 
afternoon by the falling of the grand stand 
with its living load of humanity. Nearly a 
thousand people had secured seats to wil- 
ness the races, when, without warning, the 
structure fell, burying the mass of people 
beneath it. The cries and groans of the 
injured soon filled the air, and it was feared 
that scores of lives had been lost. Almost 
as soon as the accident occurred the militia, 
under command of Capt. Stiles, were 
erdered to the scene, and rendered valuable | 
service.

BREWERY BURNED. 


A Large Establishment Near Mil- 
waukee Destroyed. 

MILWAUKEE, July 4.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The big brewery of Falk, Jung & 
Borchert in Wauwatosa, just beyond the 
city limits, was burnedthis afternoon. The 
loss is $1,000,000, and there is an insurance 
of but $350,000. The brewery was shut 
down to give the employés a holiday, and 
only a few were in the building. The fire 
spread so rapidly that they had all they 
could do to save themselves from being cut 
off. Itis supposed the fire started in the 
malthouse, and thence communicated to 
the group of seven large buildings, all of 
which were reduced to ashes within two 
hours. In the storage-house were 52,000. 
barrels ot beer, but little of which was 
saved. When the big vats burst the beer 
ran out of five doors in a streim seven or 
eight inches deep. The Milwaukeesfire 
department responded to the call for aid, 
but owing to the scarcity of water tould 
hardly do anything.

The firm had 
just completed a $100,000 addition and put 
in a $50,000 ice machine, both of which are a 
total loss.

A GOOD MANY ALARMS BUT 


ONLY ONE BLAZE. 


One of the Incidents of Young 
America’s Celebration — Stans- 
bary Bros. & Harvey's Feed and 
Coal Yard Burned Out—A Bofle 
Heights Blaze. 


Extra precautions had been taken 
yesterday to guard against fires, and, 
although there were more than the usual 
number of incipient blazes, they were 
discovered and extinguished before 
any damage wasdone. Detective A. 
B. Lawson of Lawson’s Merchants’ Pa- 
trol had a number of extra men on 
duty, and the police were instructed to 
keep a close lookout. 
The first fire was between 2 and 3 
o’clock yesterday morning, when the 
bunting decorations on the reviewing 
stand at the Nadeau Hotel were set on 
fire by some boys who were exploding 
crackers in the street. It was dis- 
covered by Night Clerk Burns and 
Night Watchman Jordan, and ex- 
tinguished by Burns just as it was 
breaking out into ablaze. Mr. Burns 
slightly burned his hands, but the fire 
did no serious damage, and a‘yard or 
two of bunting put everything in shape. 

The next fire was at the Harris 
block, on Hill street, at 3 o’clock in the 
morning, where a wooden awning was 
burned, and the woodwork under the 
bay windows was scorched. The dam- 
age at this place will probably amount 
to $20 or 
At 10:30 o’clock a Chinese fireworks 
stand, fronting on the Plaza, went up 
in smoke, and for a few seconds it 
looked as though the row of old adobes 
would go, but the fire was put out with 
a few buckets of water. 

About 1 o’clock p.m. the decorations 


-on the Board of Trade building, at the 


corner of First and Fort streets, caught 
on fire, but were soon put out, and half 
an hour later the same thing happened 
at the Wilson block, at the corner of 
a Spring streets, with the same 
result. 

About 2 o’clock a pile of rubbish in 
the rear of Postmaster Preuss’s resi- 
dence, on Fort street, just north of 
First, was set on fire by a rocket, but 
a few buckets of water put a stop to 
the incipient conflagration. 

About 2:30 o’clock the decorations 
on>the Mora Castile, on Main street, 
caught fire from the explosion of a 
bomb, and might have resulted disas- 
trously but for the prompt measures 
taken to stop it. 

About 3 o’clock one of Lawson’s 
patrolmen discovered ablazein the 
awning of the Crystal Palace, which 
he extinguished in a few minutes. 

At 4o’clock the awning in front of 
Parmalee’s store,on Spring street, was 
discovered to beon fire, but was ex- 
tinguished before any damage was 
done, beyond burning a few small 
holes. 

At 4:35 o’clock Wyse’s warehouse,ou 
New Main street, was discovered to be 
on fire, and had evidently been 
smouldering some time before any one 
saw it. It was put out by the Abbott 

oys, one of whom had his hands 
severely burned. This was the most 
serious fire during the day, and but 
for the prompt action en might 
have resulted disastrously.

The damage 
was mostly caused by water, and will 
probably not exceed $500. 

Last night at 10 o’clock the frame 
building at No. 326 South Fort street, 
occupied by Stansbury Bros. & Har- 
vey, as a wood, coal and feed 
depot, was totally destroyed by fire. 
A corral is also run in con- 
nection with the woodyard, the build- 
ing being situated in the same lot, but 
some distance intherear. There were 
quite a number of horses and vehicles 
in this building, all of which were got 
out without damage. Nothing is 
known as to the origin of the fire. Ser- 
geant Jeffries and Officer Bevins, who 
were the first to see it, said that the 
flames burst out of the roof, and that 
in a few minutes the whole structure 
was ablaze. Officer Bevins turned in 
the alarm. Other persons in the 
neighborhood say that they heard 
an explosion, and that in a 
few seconds after the fire burst out 
through the roof. Mr. Stansbury, 
who lives in asmall frame building in 
the same yard, said that he had no 
coal oil or ens about the building, 
and that he never allowed a light of 
any kind to be taken into the .bouse.

HISTORICAL MILESTONES SET 


UP ON THIS DATE. 


The Battle of Chippewa—The Sedi- 
tion Law—Gen. Sigel—The Occu- 
pation of Algiers—John Brough- 
ton—Mrs. Siddons. 


At the opening of July, 1814, Gen. 
Jacob Brown resolved to cross the 
Niagara River and invade Canada. 
He executed this design on the night 
of July 2d, and appeared under Fort~ 
Erie, whose garrison of 140 men sur- 
rendered on the afternoon of the 8d. 
Two brigades of regulars and five 
companies of artillery com 
Brown’s force. A third brigade of 
volunteers, composed partly of Penn- 
sylvanians and partly of New Yorkers, 
was commanded by Gen. Porter. On 
the 4th the Americans advanced 
against Riall at Chippewa, fifteen 
miles off, where the British were en- 
trenched with an equal force. Gen. 
Scott led the advance, and having 
driven in the British outposts, was 
joined at midnight by Brown. On the 
afternoon of the Sth Porter moved 
upon the woods to the left of 
the British position, and drew 
Riall out of his entrenchments and 
across to Chippewa. After some re- 
sistance the volunteers flea before the 
enemy, thus uncovering Scott’s divis- 
ion, which advanced with fixed bayo-- 
nets before Ripley could come up with 
reinforcements. The British 
driven across the bridge, which they 
destroyed behind them, and Ria 
abandoned his entrenchments and re- 
treated 12 miles up Lake Ontario. 

THE FAMOUS SEDITION LAW 
of 1798 came down from the Senate, 
which it had passed by a vote of .12 to 
6, and was brought up for considera- 
tion in the House of Representatives 
on the 5th of July. At first intro- 
duced by Senator Lloyd of Maryland, 
it declared the French people to be 
enemies of the United States, and de- 
nounced adherence to them, and giv- 


ing them aid and -—comfort, as 
treason, punishable with death. 
The fourth section of. the bil 


punished by fine and imprisonment 
any one who, by writing, printing, pub- 
lishing or speaking, attempt 


| justify France, or weaken the laws of 


the United States, or should intimate 
that the Government or any of its offi- 
cers were influenced by motives hostile | 
to the Constitution of the United 
States. One section allowed the trath 
of the matter to be given in any prose- 
cution under the bill. The measure 
finally passed the House by a vote of 
44 to41. The Sedition law is remark- 
able as being the first attack upon 
the liberty of the press. It remained 
in force until March 4, 1801, and its 
passage produced a reaction, which 
caused the defeat of Adams for re- 
election in 1800.
